TRYING TO SEE MOLTKE, 


MURAT HALSTEAD'S EXPERIENCE AT 


ST. AVOLD IN 1870. 


Me Fulls to Get • Glimpse of the Great 


Field Marshal, Though Re Slept in the 
Same Hotel with the Aitute Com- 
mander—Civilian! Among Soldiers. 


When I was about crossing the Rhine 


In the first week of August, 1870, attempt- 
Ing to witness the invasion of France by 
the armies of Germany, my equipment was 
a belt of French gold, a Parisian silk hat 
and a Scotch cap, a suit of gray clothes 
and a brown blanket, a field glass and a 
traveling bag with a shoulder strap, and 
the bag contained a portfolio, with writing 
materials, some cakes of chocolate, a 
change of underclothing, with two pairs of 
socks, a bunch of cigars, a box of matches 
and a pocket knife with one large blade 
and a small corkscrew; also a combination 
fork and spoon, and a glass cup in a leather 
;ase. My trunks had been expressed to 
London, and my valise was abandoned at 
Mannheim. 


My plan of campaign was based on the 


theory that the army of invasion must fol- 
low the railroads, and I camped out, as It 
were, in a conpe car. M. D. Conway, then 
of London, was my companion, philoso- 
pher and friend, and we were resolved to 
see the big war. We did not buy railway 
tickets, as there was none for sale, and our 
original strength was in misunderstand- 
ng orders and disregarding all expostula- 
tions. I remember to have been utterly 
unable to comprehend even very good En- 
glish as it was spoken. Just before taking 
XMsession of a car, where we had no busi- 
ness whatever to he, we succeeded in pur- 
chasing a loaf of bread and two bottles of 
wine, one red, one white, and these were 
our reserved stores. 


We proceeded in One style for eight 


miles, when we^ reached, the town where I 


were the king and Bismarck and Moltke 
apparently waiting for us. The king bowed 
graciously from a window above the post- 
office, a two story stone house, and Bis- 
marck, walking in front of headquarters, 
was told of the presence of American ed- 
itors, and was at pains at once to tell them 
he was pleased to see them, that there wag 
no reason why they should starve, and we 
were welcome on account of the millions 
of German blood in America. 


Moltke was not visible, but I had occa- 


sion to know where he was. I was putting 
np at the Hotel de Paris, and that meant I 
was allowed to sit in the barroom and to 
sleep on a billiard table. The latter cere- 
mony I managed with my Paris hat for a 
pillow. I hod ascertained that hat must 
go. As it was the only one In the army it 
seemed to remind the soldiers in enormous 
numbers of something amusing, and they 
grew so hilarious that their cordial mani- 
festations beeaaje monotonous in the sense 
that Mark Twain uses that word. 


I should not have minded a phase of un- 


popularity on account of my hat, but ex- 
cess of approbation was embarrassing 
Therefore I concluded to use it as a pillow 
Just once, and leave it In the house as a 
mysterious souvenir. It was very good as 
a support for the head, but somewhat stiff 
at first. 


DISTURBED AT MIDNIGHT.

To Imitate Mahogany. 


In the manufacture of furniture it is 


often found that excellent results both in 
economy and effect are gained by the ability 
to imitate valuable hardwoods. The French 
artisan is especially skilled in this art, and 
will produce a surface so like the wood 
imitated, in texture, density of hue and 
polish, that many expert judges will often 
mistake the imitation for the natural wood. 
The appearance of mahogany is given by 
the following process: The surface of the 
wood having been made perfectly smooth, 
diluted nitrous acid is rubbed in. 


To a filtered mixture of one and a half 


ounces of dragon's blood, dissolved in a 
pint of spirits of wine, Is added one-third 
that quantity of carbonate of soda. This 
gives a very thin liquid, which is brushed 
with a soft brush over the wood. The pro- 
cess is repeated, and shortly the wood as- 
sumes the external appearance of mahog- 
any. If the composition has been properly 
made the surface will resemble an arti- 
ficial mirror, and should this brilliancy at 
any time be impaired, it can be restored by 
'rubbing the surface with a little cold 
drawn linseed oil.—New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser.

Evening of the 18th inst., I see a cor 
respondent signing himself "Vindex' 
takes exception to tbe title of Hicksiti 
being applied to a certain branch 01 
the Society of Friends. 
The writer ol 


that article evinces but slight knowl- 
edge of tbe nomenclature of the vari- 
ous branches of the Society, when he 
denies the existence of an organization 
bearing the title of the Hicksite branch 
of the Society of Friends. The schisms 


in klto 6ooiofcjr wljieU ArttMallji vullllltj- 
ated in the separation of those who 
disavowed the doctrines of original 
sin, vicarious atonement and belief in 
the Trinity, from the larger number ol 
the Society who believed these doc 
triues, was the outcome of tbe teach- 
ing of Elias Hicks, who was born in 
1748, at Hempstead, L. I., in which 
place he resided until after his mar- 
riage, when he removed to Jericho, on 
the same Island. 
He began bis career 


as a minister in the Society during tbe 
Revolutionary war, which position he 
filled for a long time in a manner ac- 
ceptable to the Friends. In the course 
of time his views became unsound, in 
the opinion of Orthodox members ol 
the Society. 
In a letter to Phebe 


Willis in 1818, he said that tbe Scrip- 
tures "appear to have been the cause 
of fourfold more barm than good to 
Christiandom.since the apostles' days;" 
in conclusion be said, "I well remera 
ber bow oft my conscience has smote 
me, when I have been endeavoring to 
support tbe Society's belief of the 
Scriptures, that they so very fa'r ex- 
celled all other writings." 


In the year 1821, in a letter to 


Thomas Willis, of Jericho, L. I., he 
declared that a belief in the miracu- 
lous birth of Christ, was a "historical 
and traditional belief," that "according 
to his best judgment" there was "con» 
siderable more Scripture evidence for 
his being tbe son of Joseph than other- 
wise," and that be conceived "this 
miraculous birth was intended princi- 
pally to induce toe Israelites to believe 
be was tbeir promised Messiah." 


In a sermon preached at Pallsington 


meeting-bouse on tbe llth of twelfth 
mo., 1824, in speaking of Christ as 
the Son of Man, Elias Hicks says : 
" Here now we learn as rational beings 
by His own testimony, what it is that 
makes a Son of God. We see that 
this flesh and blood never could have 
been, in a strict sense, tbiSonof God, 
but a creature created by God by His 
power; because spirit and matter 


known throughout the order and bis cannot be united together and make a 


and that He was crucified for us in tbe 
flesh without the gates of Jerusalem." 
Speaking of the Scriptures, the paper 
reads: "And we do believe that the 
Holy Scriptures are tbe words of God 
—so that we call tbe Holy Scriptures 
as Christ and tbe apostles called them, 
and holy men God called them, viz.: 
the words of God." 


This alone suffices to show the dif- 


ference between the teachings of Bar- 
clay, Fox, aud others, and those of 
Elias Hicks. 
He who would dare say 


the utterances of Elias Hicks accord 
with those of Orthodox belief would 
be guilty of making a statement at 
once stultifying and untrue. Friend 
'Vindex" it would be well for thee 
to know whereof tbee speaks before 
giving way to such foolish outbreaks 
as thy communication of tbe 18th.

trust enough has been shown to prove 
that tbe differences between the belief 
of Elias Hicks and those of the foun- 
ders of the Society, were too great 
to be reconciled by any one possessed 
of reason.

Green Street Meeting-house, in Phila- 
delphia, in 1827, the adherents of 
Hicks from the quarterly meetings of 
Abington, Bucks, and the southern 
quarter increased the number of their 
representatives to the Yearly Meeting 


was ready and even eager for the 


transition which we call death. Seldom has 
the pale messenger been awaited with a more 
cheerful longing, or been received with a 
more welcome greeting.

Although she seemed to have a friil or-

Her traits of character had a uniformly 


moral tone. If there was one impulse of her 
nature that was stronger than another, it was 
the impulse to walk in the right path her- 
self, and to urge others to walk therein with 
a firm and steady step. It was a desire that 
burned with a perennial flame. She. believed 
that the best gift of God to the soul was a 
sweet, natural goodness. Her activity was 
noble aud it had an ennobling influence. 
Her perception yf the truth was joined with 
her desire that it should prevail, and this 
led her to raise her voice for the public ear, 
a voice that had become familiar to many, 
tamiliar through a long course of years. She 
was closely wedded to her own Friends' So- 
ciety, and devoted to its high spiritual pur- 
poses, yet she evinced a marked toleration of 
other religious bodies, and recognized the 
good wherever it was found. Rectitude ol 
life was paramount with her. In her view 
worship lodged in duty, and thoughts of the 
Omnipotent were not incongruous with the 
simple affairs of life. 
While she respected 


the opinions, of others, without undue con- 
tention, she tenaciously held her own, and 
she felt free to express them on all occasions 
whether they conformed with the popular 
current or ran counter to that variable stream. 
To float with the tide was not her mission. 


She believed in living in accordance with 


physical as well as moral laws—in securing 
health to the body as well as health to the 
soul. 


Her sympathies were keen. She could re- 


joice with those who rejoiced, aud utter 
words of consolation in the tearful house of

Philadelphia, In 1828 tbe same scenes 
were enacted at the New York Yearly 
Meeting.

Ohio, at Mount Pleasant, also wit- 
nessed tbe same conduct on part of tbe 
Hicksites, who had recourse to ques- 
tionable methods to secure control. In 
Indiana the Hicksites seceded and 
held tbeir own Yearly Meeting. 
Thus 


the line of demarcation bad been grad- 
ually drawn, those 
liolding to the 


original Orthodox belief of the So- 
ciety retaining tbe title of^'Ortbodox 
Friends" to distinguish them from 
those who followed Hicks, who were 
henceforth .known 
as "Hicksites,'' 


which term was applied, not as in de- 
rision, but because it was necessary to 
have names to distinguish one branch 
from the otber. At the time of the 
separation those who followed tbe lead 
of Elias Hicks did not number one- 
third of tbe entire Society of Friends, 
so that the claim of " Vindex " that 
theirs is the original Society is errone- 
ous. 
Tbe title of Orthodox will al- 


ways be applied to those of tbe Society 
who adhere to the teachings of Fox, 
Penn and Barclay, while those who 
adhere to tbe ideas enunciated by 
Hicks will as surely be denominated 


Hicksites."

CANBY'S STRATEGY. 


Wo bad been celebrating a particularly 


lively old Fourth of July, 1863, at Gettys- 
burg, and while we sincerely mourned tbe 
1'igi of many • bitive comrade who hud 
gone down in that bard fought struggle— 
t he severest test and most important bat- 
tle of tbe war In many respect*—we could 
not fail to rejoice when tbe suu rose bright 
«nd clear on tbe morning of the 6th, overs) 
uiost glorious and happy result. 


It Is of something which occurred that 


day that I write this little sketch, In re- 
gard to tbe experience of a lieutenant of 
the Twenty-third Pennsylvania volun- 
tx«n, whom I will call Curiby. nnd who 
vn« in cbargo of the Sixth corps ammuni- 
tion train. 


Late on the night of tbe 5th Cnnby was 


wnt for, If my memory serves me cor- 
ri'ctly, by Major Geuerul Wright, com- 
man'Jinft the corps. 


"Meu«»iiai)t, I want yon to takeyonr 


iimmunition train and start with the first 
«lreak of daylight, by the most direct 
road, for KmuiettsburK. Vou must not 
«tart later than 4 o'clock. You must not 
fail under any circumstances, and the 
< orpe coming hy Wayuesburx will be there 
to meet you. You shall have a detail of 
one company of tbe Twenty-seventh Massa- 
chusetts to act as a guard and remove any 
obstructions. You understand, lieutenant, 
no failure)" 


"It shall be done promptly, general," 


nnd tbe lieutenant departed into one of the 
worst storms of thunder, lightning and 
ruin that ever followed a heavy battle, and 
one was always sure to do BO. 


EinmetUburg, Md., is ten miles from 


Citttysburg, over a fine rond, through one 
of tbe most beautiful agricultural regions 
conceivable. 


Lieutenant Canby got out bis train and 


)iis pioneer party on time, and also Lieu- 
ti ni nt Laugdou, tbe ordnance officer. The 
norm had passed nwny, and the ruddy 
dawn was just breaking as they passed 
over the battlefield, where blood and ruin 
niidmany ayet unburieil corpse attested 
the horrid carnage which had but a few 
Imurs before rioted OUT the now quiet 
urene. 


Hnlf a mlloof process brought them to 


nnabattisof stout trues across the road, 
i.round which a deto.ir had to be made. 
Then came at Interval* for'the first mile or 
two fences, ditches and other obstructions, 
left behind by the enemy to prevent a pur- 
unit by calvary. 


Langdon, after studying home time, sud- 
denly said: 


"I say, Canby, don't this thing look a 


lit tie shaky to youV 


"As to howf" queried Canby. 
"Why, our straying off this way with 


only a handful of men, nud them with 
their guns in the wagons and axes on their 
shoulders." 


"Oh, it's all right, I guess. Anyhow it 


d tm't cost me a darned cent, Old Wright 
told ma to take this train to Emmettabarg, 
and I'll take It there, unless the gentlemen 
«l>ead of us hare carried It off." 


Nothing more was said on the subject, 


and the train plodded on, officers and men 
loudly admiring the delightful country 
through which they passed, and which, OB 
the bright sun came up, showed itself en- 
tirely barren of every living thing. The 
people had left their houses, the barns were 
U'nantless of cattle and the vacant past- 
ures were a beauteous blank. 


The sun was about half an hour high 


when, upon reaching tbe summit of a 
slight elevation, Emmettsbnrg lay before 
them a mile away across a little valley, 
through which a small stream gracefully 
meandered. The hills beyond the town 
w ere enveloped in n dense fog, which slight- 
ly obscured the prospect down to the houses 
farthest away from the direction of ap- 
proach. 


Canby gave directions to bis wagon mas- 


ter to double up the train at the stream 
w here tbe road widened, and to water his 
ni i lies. Then he and Langdon rode up into 
tl>» town to look at the Sixth corps. Ev- 
er j thing in the streets was as quiet as the 
tomb. Mot on open door or shutter, or 
evnn a curl of smoke.

After a thorough but cautious inspection I 


To rifle back Into the little Valley where 


the train was hid from sight, Unhitch tbe 
mulct and scatter loose bay and broken 
cartridges all along tbe train, was but the 
work of a few minutes, after which the 
worried officers rode upintotbetown again 
to nconnoiter. The obnoxious battery 
smmcd disposed to be quiet but observant, 
and several men stood on the guns and 
looked inquiringly over at tbe "twosoli- 
tary horsemen." 


Tbo two parties eyed each other for an 


hour. The train guard came up and looked 
over MX>, and, the gentlemen in gray were 
evidently doubtful as to how many more 
might be bock in that hollow.

If it wasn't getting monotonous," said 
Canby. 


"Don't talk about monotony. I've got 


2,000 rounds of fixed ammunition in that 
train, besides tbe small arrn stuff, and if 
that battery drops ashell over there there'll 
be a livelier time around Emmettsburg 
than there bos been since the flood." 


Th< time was drawing on toward noon 


when the battery, evidently not admiring 
a new movement of the theatrical proces- 
sion among the bouses, suddenly limbered 
up nnd went off at a lively trot in the di- 
rection of Mecliamcsburt!. 


"Now, by this day's hopes, 'Richard in 


himhi If again,' " quoted Cauby reflect- 
ively.

Faints far HaaM Clean In*; 


To avoid carpet moths: If you find no 


appearance of moths in your carpets use 
an "ounce of prevention." In other words, 
after your carpet has been laid, sponge 
thoroughly in a strong solution of salt and 
water. It is well also to sprinkle salt un- 
derneath the carpet, in dark corners, under 
bookcases, couches, etc., where tbe carpet 
is least used. Above all, keep your rooms 
sufficiently light, remembering that moths 
should he numbered among those wicked 
creatures who -'prefer darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds are evil." 


Rattan chairs which have grown dark 


and discolored with use may be greatly im- 
proved by scrubbing with hot milk and 
salt, and afterward exposing to the sun 
and wind till dry. 


In cleaning your pantry shelves use an- 


other "ounce of prevention.' Sprinkle a 
mixture of powdered borax and pulverized 
alum underneath tbe papers, and you won't 
be likely to be troubled with ants. 


A remedy highly recommended for the 


extermination of rats and miceiscornmeal 
mixed with powdered glass. Spread tbe 
mixture in their favorite haunts; and It Is 
claimed they will flee from tbe premises iu 
an incredibly short time. 


Bad spots of oil or grease upon the car- 


pet, which fail to yield to ordinary treat- 
ment, may often be removed with buck- 
wheat flour and water. Make a stiff bat- 
ter, spread upon the spots and allow it to 
dry. 
Sometimesmore than one application 


will be necessary, but ordinarily when the 
flour is swept off the spots will disappear 
with it. 


Grease spots upon wall paper may be re-
